Ladies, gentlemen ... you’ve been 
getting away without an editorial for a 
couple of months now. No good thing lasts 
forever ... you’re getting an editorial in 
October ... protest as you will. Recent 
scientifically conducted research, over a 
broad base of the population, has clearly 
shown that in months when there is no 
editorial in P.S., violent crimes rates of 
incidence rise dramatically. For instance. . . 
murder (up 14%), manslaughter (up 12%), 
armed robbery (up 17%), and assault on a 
meter-maid (up 9%).

Meanwhile, Ed Phillips will continue 
the Midland business, now re-named 
Permian Shooters Supply. We wish both of 
them well. 

Appearing in this issue is the first ad for 
Jim Greenawalt, of Yonkers, New York who 
is now “‘going direct’, rather than just doing 
stock-work and stock painting for a few 
gunsmiths. | can give this fellow a personal 
recommendation . . . he has done work for 
me, and his work is good, indeed ‘‘top 
shelf’, as the bartender describes the 
better brands. If you have a top-flight 
metal-working gunsmith, who ain’t the 
greatest stocker in the world, and you want 
to go elsewhere for the stock work, Jim 
would be a fine choice. And if, after three 
or four years on the match circuit, the paint 
job on your heavy varmint rifle looks a bit 
the worse for wear . . . Jim will do a darn 
good re-paint, to your specifications. 

Another new advertiser this issue is Brian 
Rubright, who has been making some 
excellent 6mm match grade bullets in recent 
months. Brian’s bullets have been, and still 
are, available from Keystone Supply, but 
you can also order direct, if you are of such 
a mind. 

Another interesting ad in this issue is the 
ad of the Original Pennsylvania 1000 Yard 
Benchrest Club, Incorporated, of William- 
sport, Pa., who will be holding a real big 
shoot on November 10th. . . at 1000 yards, 
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naturally. There is quite an array of prizes, 
and the word in benchrest’s ‘‘inner circle” 
is that the Editor will be there to sign au- 
tographs, hug attractive ladies, change 
baby’s diapers, and clean whitewalls. 

Wolfe Publishing Company (P.O. Box 
30-30, Prescott, Arizona 86302) continues 
to bring out, on a steady basis, books of 
interest to the shooter who is seriously 
interested in accuracy. They have just 
published Volume Two of the Stuart Ot- 
teson book ‘‘The Bolt Action’, which deals 
with a number of bolt actions not touched 
on in the first book (Savage Model 110, 
Schultz & Larsen 54J, Champlin, Ruger 77, 
Ranger Arms, and several others). Price is 
$22.50. 

Not new from Wolfe Publishing, but 
something every benchrest shooter should 
have in his bookcase is ‘‘Benchrest Actions 
and Triggers’’, by Stuart Otteson, priced at 
$8.50, and worth double that. Having the 
book somewhere handy can save a lot of 
digging for some elusive piece of in- 
formation. 

Someone is forever asking me where 
they can get ahold of some out-of-print old 
firearms book. This fellow found an old C.S. 
Landis book for me, in ten days time, that 
others had been unable to turn up. Try John 
Valle, 550 Mohawk, W. Hempstead, New 
York 11552.

One of our P.S. advertisers, Black Magic, 
got behind on orders when a couple of 
reports favorable to Sweet’s 7.62 Solvent 
appeared in national publications. Where- 
upon Frank Hamm, of Black Magic, found 
that he couldn’t import the stuff (from 
Australia) fast enough to keep up with the 
demand. He has however increased the 
amount of his monthly import about ten-- 
fold, and by the time you read this, he should 
be caught up again. 

So much for equipment. We'll close with 
two quick anecdotes.

Dear Seely: 

| was just sitting here looking over your 
comments in the July issue of PRECISION 
SHOOTING. The cleaning procedure you 
outlined in your article is basically the same 
one that Fred and | used to recommend to 
our customers during the years that | 
worked for him. It certainly does work! 

After something of an absence from 
playing with the benchrest rifles, | went to 
the range the other day and did a bit of 
shooting with my 6PPC Sporter which is 
fitted with a JBC barrel. That barrel was 
broken in in a manner very similar to that 
described in your article, the only sub- 
Stitution being Quicksilver for Shooter’s 
Choice on the first wet patch through the 
barrel. When | returned from the range, | 
again cleaned the barrel — this time using 


some of the solvent which was developed 
by Ferris Pindell. The patch bearing Ferris’s 
solvent came out of the barrel a light gray 
color. | then tried Ferris’s solvent on a 223 
Remington barrel which had not been 
broken in slowly (a barrel that | thought at 
the time was clean), and the patch came out 
blacker than the ace of spades. 

The cleaning method you described in 
your article is time consuming . . . closely 
akin, | think, to the proverbial ‘‘pain in the 
posterior,” ... but it does pay BIG divi- 
dends in the long run. The first 8-10 shots 
aren't really all that bad if one remembers 
to take a pillow to the range to allow for 
extended (and comfortable) study of pre- 
vailing cloud conditions. Once the shooter 
gets into the 3-shot segment of the break-in 
period, a good deal of the load development 
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work can be done at the same time — 
nothing like killing two birds with one stone! 

| still think it would be interesting and 
beneficial to study (measure) the shot-by- 
shot build-up of fouling in a barrel using a 
variety of powders. Likewise, | think it would 
be interesting to measure the stroke-by-- 
stroke removal of fouling from the barrel 
with each successive pass of the brush. I’ve 
often wondered if it wouldn’t be somehow 
beneficial to ‘‘tune’’ our cleaning methods 
to the powders that we’re using in a 
particular barrel. | should think that the least 
possible ‘‘scrubbing’”’ we could do while still 
getting the barrel clean would be something 
of an ideal to shoot for. Along these same 
lines, | think it is going to be interesting to 
see the results from the fellows who are 
experimenting with cleaning their barrels 
without the use of the bronze brush. Ferris 
is shooting either two or three barrels which 
have never been touched with a brush, and 
| think Phil Sauer is doing the same thing 
with his “green goop.” 

I've read a good deal about Audette’s 
case checker, but I’ve never had the op- 
portunity to fool around with one. | noted 
you rank it right up there with pretty girls, 
Lite beer commercials, and buttered pop- 
corn. After you sorted your 6mm SM cases 
with Crieghton’s tool, did you try the rifle 
again? 

The book Yours Truly, Harvey Donald- 
son shows a couple of groups shot with a 
225 Winchester — one with ‘‘match”’ cases 
and one with, as | recall, ‘‘chuck”’ cases. . . 
the sorting having been done by firing. 
There was some big difference in those two 
groups! But it got me to wondering what 
kind of performance you’re getting with 
your 6mm SM once the cases have been 
sorted and the ‘‘culls’’ have been removed. 

I’ve enclosed $1.00 for your brochure. I'd 
hoped to talk to you while | was at the Super 
Shoot; but every time | started to head your 
way, you seemed to be scurrying around 
looking for a new hiding place for the ‘‘Staff 
Expurt’’ cap. I’ve been working on an article 
which | hope to sell either to SHOOTING 
TIMES or Digest Books dealing with 
benchrest reloading tools. It seems to me 
that a lot of the varmint hunters could gain 
some time — and improve the accuracy 
potential of their rifles — if they knew alittle 
more about the tools which are available to 
the benchrest shooters. | think the main 
thing which would be of interest to this 
category of shooters is the portability of the 
tools. A lot of them waste a lot of precious 
time by loading a few rounds in their 
basements then heading to the range to 
test those loads. Once they learn you can 
put together first-rate ammunition at the 
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range, we might be able to win a few 
converts to the sport of bench rest 
shooting. 

I’m looking forward to receipt of your 
brochure. Hope you are having an enjoy- 
able summer and a good shooting season. 
How ya bearing up under the strain of the 
Editor’s mechanical shortcomings?

Dear Jon, 

| forgot to make one point in my article 
on the breaking-in of match-grade barrels. 
| myself lost very little time with my one- 
shot-and-clean method, as | did it rignt here 
in my shop (hopefully while Marge was out 
shopping) firing into a large chunk of wood 
that | have handy for just such goings on. 
Much easier this way, as | could fire a shot, 
clean the barrel while holding the rifle in my 
vise, and go back to shop work for a while. 
While they were soaking with Sweets in the 
barrel, | went on with the other work. 
(Editor: | was at the Masker shop one day 
. .. you've got to realize. . . for background 
... that when Seely pounds on the ceiling 
... he’s telling (warning) Marge that he’s 
about to test shot. Conversely, when Marge 
stomps on the floor . . . she’s telling Seely 
there’s a phone call for him, and to pick up 
the shop phone. Well, as | said, | was at the 
Masker shop one day, and there was some 
fellow from the Smithsonian Institute run- 
ning about, taking notes, and acting 
excited. | asked him what the heck he was 
doing. . .andhe told me that he felt strongly 
that he had just discovered the missing link 
in the history of Morse Code). 

You see, | don’t have a range at my back 
door, as do some more fortunate folks. | am 
not able to do that much practicing and 
testing; | consider myself fortunate if | am 
able to get to the range a day before the 
match, and sneak in some practice that 
way. 

Measuring the build up of fouling would 
be a real bear of a project. You certainly 
would need an air gauge, and a bore scope 
...and a heck of a lot of spare time. Most 
of my spare time is taken up by the work 
required to straighten out the mechanical 
failings of a dentist and an editor ... the 
latter being a larger problem than the 
former. | don’t know if you have ever seen 
the stainless steel caps that | have on the 
butt end of some of the rifles that come out 
of this shop . . . they house the weights for 
the switch barrel set ups, when the shooter 
wants a rifle that is halfway decently ba- 
lanced. In a few cases recently | have 
stamped the shooters name onto the two 
caps, and everyone that | did it for thought 
it was a nice touch. The last time Dave was 
down here, he was looking at “Bob De- 
Monstoy”’ stamped into the weight caps on 
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the butt stock, and he asked me ‘‘do you 
think you could make up one for me with 
‘This end to the rear’ stamped on it? It 
would be a big help to me when | set up my 
equipment on the bench’’. Between him and 
the Gonzo dentist, | put up with a lot. The 
only redeeming virtues, really, is that the 
editor always brings cold beer with him, and 
Marge and | have been needing a certain 
amount of dental work recently. 

| do not spend as much time cleaning as 
some others do ... and | agree with the 
theory that some shooters are putting more 
wear on their barrels by over-cleaning, or 
improper cleaning, than they are doing by 
shooting. | will often clean every other relay 
(I seldom fire more than three sighter shots). 
And | am watching the users of the new “‘no 
brush” school of thought with quite a bit of 
interest. 

It is perhaps possible that | gave up too 
early on the SM Wasp. | measured several 
of them with the Audette tool, and promptly 
cut the threads off and rechambered to 6 
PPC. One of the things that the PPC has 
very much got going for it is superior brass, 
and if you have any notions or aspirations 
of shooting against the PPC with a different 
cartridge, you had better have superior 
brass yourself, or forget the whole idea. On 
the other hand, since rechambering to PPC, 
I’ve tested it and it does not greatly impress 
me as a barrel in its rechambered form 
either. This is a customers barrel that | 
ended up with, and not one of the brands 
that | regularly use in the shop. 

As things go, | regret that I have very little 
time for experimenting. | wish | had more 
time to try out some of those off-the-wall 


ideas that we all get in our heads from time 
to time. 

| look back to the early days of shooting, 
when | would load at home, drive down to 
the range, do some shooting . . . drive back 
home, load ten more shells with a slightly 
different load, drive back to the range, shoot 
“em, drive back home, etc., etc. This cer- 
tainly was not experimenting on a grand 
scale, but to the neophyte, everything was 
relative. | made no amazing discoveries, 
and many of the trips turned up no more 
than the ballistic version of Thomas Edi- 
son’s wry comment, ‘‘l have just discovered 
something that does not work’’. 

Portable tools are a real advantage, and 
of course benchrest shooters use this 
advantage to the Nth degree. My Lyman 
310 tong tool with interchangeable sizing 
buttons, a straight line bullet seater, a few 
more accessories, and one of the custom 
powder measures really speed things up, 
and there is no lessening of the reloading 
quality at all. | believe that | can reload faster 
with these tools than with a conventional 
press. A powder scale can be taken along 
for those who wish to experiment in new 
areas, but if you are going to use a powder 
scale outdoors, a protective cover to keep 
the wind from making a mockery out of any 
attempts to get accurate readings should 
be used. Dick Maretzo and No. 1 Son, Jerry 
Masker, each use such protective boxes 
over their scales. If you feel that you might 
want to full length size at the range, try 
Huntington’s Compac Press. It only weighs 
a couple of pounds, but it certainly gets the 
job done.

Dear Dave, 

| have just finished the June issue, which 
deals with the Further Adventures of Little 
Red Riding Hood, 30-30 cases, and small 
rifle primers. | have a few comments. 
(Editor: oh-oh!). The pages made clear the 
great importance of even case wall thick- 
ness, and the fact that it is just THIS that 
made the PPC case. When the vast majority 
of the competing benchrest shooters began 
to switch over to the PPC case, most felt 
that the PPC case and its magic results 
were due to the case shape. But, missed 
in all the attention to case shape was the 
fact that the case itself was built to far closer 
tolerances than we were accustomed to 
being favored with. The most basic principle 
of research is that you can only make one 
change at a time if you wish to be able to 
intelligently study the results. We were 
unable to do that with the PPC. . .toomuch 
got changed all at once. So why not go back 
and turn the walls of .222 Remington cases 
and a few others before you take off on the 
30-30 tangent? | understand that those 
shooters who are using selected 222 cases 
are doing very well indeed with them. 
Perhaps there is a message here. Or if you 
are lazy, try Sako .222 cases ... no 
modifications are needed. 

| have observed the decline and fall of the 
American manufacturers quality control, 


caused by greed for money (Greedi. 


Buckus). The poor quality control, tolerance 
control, of American cartridge cases lead to 
the breakthrough for the PPC cases, but it 
took ten years for us to discover this. | could 
have told you this twenty years ago. Poor 
quality control in the U.S. is what elevated 
the PPC case to fame. Now, what are you

doing, David ... other than having an 
American manufacturer make yet another 
poor tolerance case. Come on now. If you 
have to have yet another case, go to those 
who know how to take a tight tolerance 
case ... but first try the ones that they 
already have, such as the 222 and a few 
others. 

Experimentation is great ... but you 
have to be careful not to be too far removed 
from what is currently accepted. An old 
axiom is to not give anyone information that 
is too far ahead of its time, or they will reject 
it out of hand, and someone else will re- 
discover it later ... at the right time. 
Winston Churchill once said, ‘‘at some time 
men will stumble across the truth, but will 
pick themselves up, and hurry along as if 
they knew it all the time’’. True, but he might 
have added that there are others that will 
react violently, do an about face, and 
oppose it at all costs. Other adages that | 
am fond of include ‘‘no tolerance is tolerable 
if easily correctable’, and ‘“‘one testis worth 
a thousand opinions’’. 

During world war two, the Germans 
never could figure out how we were able to 
get our machine gun ammo to spray the nice 
wide patterns that it did, with the gun just 
pointed in one spot. All they could get their 
machine guns to do was print nice tiny 
groups. . . they had to move the gun around 
to get a spray. What they didn’t know was 
that the American ammo was made to such 
poor tolerances that it was naturally in- 
accurate, and sprayed by itself, with no help 
from the shooter. Their ammo was made to 
such tight tolerances that it all shot very 
tightly, and refused to spray. This is a true 
story.

New cases always shoot better than old 
cases in the same gun. And why do 
shooters finally go to new cases? Because 
they are not satisfied with the way that the 
old cases were shooting of course. And 
invariably the new cases would shoot better 
for two or three matches. Until the evils 
brought about by continuously neck-sizing 
only began to mount up, add up. . . the new 
cases would shoot noticeably better. 

How come every bench shooter that | 
have ever asked had admitted that his gun 
shot its very best when he fire formed the 
cases, and for a short time afterwards? 
Why hasn’t this fact got through more 
noggins anyway? 

In a distant voice the gun has been trying 
to tell the shooter something. ‘““TRY FULL 
LENGTH SIZING, DUMMY”. 

Colonel Conway was in charge of the 
Advance Marksmanship Unit at Fort 
Benning in 1969, when | visited him. They 
were running some accuracy tests at 600 
yards in machine rests. They used NEW 
cases. | asked why, and he replied “THIS 
IS THE WAY THAT WE HAVE ALWAYS 
GOT THE BEST ACCURACY”. 

Go ask Roger Gower what he notices 
about vertical dispersion, starting at 200 
yards, between neck sized and full length 
sized cases. There is definitely less with the

full length sized cases. 

A chap named Hilton, back in the 60s in 
this section of the country was the only one 
who ever full length resized ... and he 
frequently tore up the bunch around here. 
I’ve seen a lot of his targets, and he had an 
awful lot of .500 and .600 two hundred yard 
groups ... and they were not exactly 
commonplace in the 1960’s. Al Thomas 
made the bullets in B&A dies. 

Roy Norman used to shoot a 222 mag in 
one gun, and a 222 standard in another gun. 
Well, one time he picked up the wrong box 
of shells as he headed for the firing line, and 
actually fired the entire group with .222 
cases in his .222 mag. Would you believe 
that he had the small group of the relay? 
They fired because the chamber was tight 
enough to hold it. This would have to be an 
extreme example of both fire forming, as 
well as ‘‘jumping the bullet’. | certainly can’t 
recommend the practice . . . but I’ve alway 
liked that tale. 

Ed Shilen told me a couple of years ago 
that the smart benchresters are full length 
resizing after 3-5 firings. 

| used to do my fire forming on Friday 
nights, and the same cases neck-sized 
never shot as well the following day. One 
day at a match | had some cases that | had 
not yet fireformed, and was idly firing 
sighters with them on my sighter target, as 
time allowed, and it was getting me a bit

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annoyed to see all these sighters going 
through the same hole. So, for the next 200 
yard match | grabbed five of these one fired 
cases, neck-sized them, fired them on my 
record target, and then swung downstairs 
and fired my final three unfired cases on my 
sighter. The record group measured .350 

. in 1969, if | recall correctly. All eight 
shots would have printed in that .350. 

A local shooter told me that he was sitting 
next to Ferris Pindell at a National 
Championship, and Ferris was not having 
a good day. He was heard to say “I guess 
I'll try Glanzer’s full length sizing’”’ . . . and 
when he came back to the bench he started 
tearing them up. 

I'll have to admit that it is difficult to 
determine exactly how far the shoulder is 
being pushed back in the process with an 
ordinary full length die. | have a special die 
for determining just how far | move the 
shoulder. It’s a modified Wilson die again. 
| made one for Chet Brown, and he loves 
it. 

As | wind this letter down, Dave, | remind 
you that benchrest shooting started in 
Seattle. 

One of the older shooters out this way, 
Ed Frombach, told me that some guy had 
Norma 222 cases, and he checked them 
out, and they were better than the PPC 
cases that he had, from a viewpoint of 
tolerances of the case walls! 
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T.J. JACKSON, JR. 


(Editor's preface: T.J. Jackson, one of 
the more enduring legends of benchrest 
annals, caught up with the editor at the 
NBRSA Nationals, to give him a few 
opinions that were contrary to recently 
published (in P.S.) opinions. These are 
somewhat subjective matters, and I'll be 
darned if | know ... at this stage of the 
game. . . whois right, or who is wrong. But 
I've always liked a good discourse on 
ballistics . . .and T.J. made some very good 
points on behalf of his opinions. I’ve set this 
mini-interview up in letter form, as it seems 
to be a good way to put it down on paper). 


Dear Dave, 

The June issue, on the subject of a new 
“basic” case for wildcatting of benchrest 
cartridges for the avowed purpose of 
competing with the PPC case was inter- 
esting . . . indeed very interesting. But | feel 
that you folks, in the course of your travels 
through twenty eight pages, made a couple 
of left turns . . . where all the signs said you 
should have turned right. 

Your columnist, Merrill Martin, gives 
every indication of having a real head on his 
shoulders, as well as being a guy who rolls 
up his sleeves, and gets out there on the 
range to actually prove or disprove a theory. 
| can appreciate that; it’s the only way to 
do things. But Merrill is introducing apples 
into a discussion on oranges when he talks 
about the absolute need for cartridge case 
side wall uniformity. It’s my opinion . . . and 
my guess ... that Merrill (whose major 
background is big bore shooting) has had 
his opinions set up by too many factory 
chamber jobs. | know that Merrill has had 
some work done by Geo. Fullmer, and he 
has a reputation of a man who knows how 
to cut a precision chamber, so we'll exclude 
any Fullmer guns from this theoretical 
discussion. 

| have to feel, Dave, that the charac- 
teristics that Merrill describes (as to the 
problems turned up by case wall irregu- 
larities) are of very minor significance in a 
benchrest precision chamber ... WHEM 
COMPARED TO THE ABSOLUTELY 
CRITICAL ITEM OF CASE NECKS. 

I'm sure that you are aware, of the 
so-called “Houston warehouse’’, Dave. 
(Editor: it was one of the great disap- 
pointments of my writing, to this point in 
time, that | never could get a good write-up 
of the existence of the Houston warehouse, 
whose existence was known to many in 
benchrest’s inner circle. It was a gosh-awful 
big old warehouse in Houston ... so big 
that one might well have been able to shoot 
300 meters inside the darn thing. For two 
or three years a number of benchrest 


shooters fired inside the warehouse, the 
center of things being Virgil King, a Houston 
shooter. Over the time period involved, T.J. 
Jackson and others fired in the warehouse 
. . . for some it was one or two visits . . . for 
others such as T.J., there were many visits.) 

The only weather or ‘‘condition”’ that had 
to be ‘‘allowed for’ inside the warehouse 
was a hot roof during the summer months. 
Under those conditions, one had to wait 
until 10:00 or 11:00 in the evening for the 
“wiggleworms’”’ to go away . . . then there 
were perfect conditions. | know that the 
warehouse had its scoffers ... including 
some famous and respected names in our 
sport. But | contend that they arrived at the 
warehouse with rifles that were not 
shooting up to their substantial abilities at 
that point in time. They shouldn’t get mad 
over it. . . it’s no particular disgrace to have 
a gun that suddenly won’t shoot ... it 
happens to all of us, more often than we 
would like. With a shooter with a good 
delivery (and Virgil had the best) a gun will 
give the same size and shape group time 
after time, until you changed something. If, 
for instance, with a particular barrel-case 
bullet-load set up, Virgil was firing a first 
group that measured .095. . . with just a bit 
of vertical making up that measurement. . . 
then we could expect, with confidence, that ° 
the third and fourth groups would look just 
like the first and second groups fired with 
that combo. 

Dave, as you probably know, my favorite 
case is the 6 BR. It’s unfashionable to admit 
that today in benchrest circles, but I'll stand 
behind by pick. I’ve never had loose 
primers. Using the old, factory available 
‘long’ BR brass, formed back a half inch, 
and with the shoulders now thickened to 
about .025”, you will get tight cases, even 
with mild loads. However, if you turn the 
shoulders to about .012-.013”, or better 
yet, use the experimental 7mm BR brass, 
which has the proper shoulder thickness 
... you can shoot at 6PPC velocities 
(3250-3350 fps) without getting tight cases. 
| shoot my BR’s at 3500-3600 fps 
(depending on barrel length) with a 65 grain 
bullet. | can shoot a full aggregate at this 
speed before the cases become objec- 
tionably tight. With proper and judicious 
full-length sizing, you can wear out a barrel 
with 20 cases. | have six rifles chambered 
for the BR, and all of them have shot in the 
zeros in the warehouse, at speeds in the 
3500-3600 fps range. The case will give you 
300 feet per second more velocity than the 
PPC. Of course the factory has not exactly 
given us stellar support, but as a benchrest 
shooter you have to get used to that. 

| get tired of hearing this case wall runout 
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Figure #1

talk, so before | left for the warehouse one 
day, | loaded up five rounds of the best 
cases | could find . . . ones with runout of 
about .002, which is just about the best that 
you can hope for from BR brass. Then | 
loaded up five rounds with cases that were 
running out anywhere from .008 to .009, 
when measured at a point a quarter inch up 
from the base. The only point of importance 

. and | will come back to this ... is 
regardless whether the cases ran out a little 
... ora lot... the case necks were just 
about perfect, to my standards. 

At the warehouse we fired a five shot 
group from the ‘‘good”’ cases, and a five 
shot group from the ‘“‘bad’’ cases. (Editor: 
see figure #1 herewith. | did not measure 
them, but they sure as heck are in ‘‘the 
zeros’. 

Dave, BR brass is thick, which makes 
absolutely critical the case neck situation. 
| work harder on case necks than anyone 
that| know. . . because it is the most critical 
point that | know. | start off by inside boring 
the case necks. This boring is with a small 
boring bar. Reaming will not work. | bore so 
that when | turn the necks, | am turning the 
necks concentric to the body ... not 
running the turner mandrel into a hole which 
is off-center to the body. Once | have done 
that, | do my initial outside neck turning, not 
to final dimensions. My first turn is to about 
.0004 to .0005 thicker than the final 
product. These will chamber only with 
resistance. Once chambered, you must fire 
them. . . as they will not extract otherwise. 
| go out and fire a good stiff load, to help 
square up the base. The bases will almost 
square up, but not exactly. Then you must 
square up the bases in a lathe. Then make 
another outside cut, fire it again, and then 
make a final outside cut. That is a lot of 
work, but | have proven to myself in the 
warehouse, that ... ONLY A GUN WITH 
PERFECT NECKED CASES WILL 
SHOOT IN THE ZEROS. 
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Let’s go on to a slightly different subject 
... this new “heavy bullet’ .22 caliber, 
perhaps as best epitomized by the Berger 
65 grain bullet in .224 size. In almost all my 
testing, over the years, I’ve used either 
Cook or Berger bullets, and when | first 
heard about the bullet, and learned that 
Walt Berger would be making them, | was 


sure that we would have at least a good 
bullet to muddle with. I’m aware that a big 
topic of conversation on the subject is 
whether we need a 10 inch twist, or maybe 
a9 inch twist to stabilize that 65 grain .224 
bullet in flight. A complete lot of nonsense 
... you don’t need either... 14 twist will 
do just fine . .. as long as you have 3450 
f.p.s. velocity ... which is a bunch more 
than you can get out of the PPC case. 

| proved this to my satisfaction earlier this 
year, and since | got here at Midland a few 
days early, | also proved it for a few 
shooters who were skeptical of that 
opinion. (Editor: Stan Buchtel tells me that 
it was indeed proven to him). 

In an earlier test this year, Frank Wilson 
and | sat down on a pair of benches that 
were side by side. We were shooting at 200 
yards; Frank had a 6 PPC, and! had a BR 
necked down to fire the 65 grain Berger 
.224 bullet. An average amount of condi- 
tions were running on the range out in front 
of us ... not a big blow, but certainly not 
a calm either. We agreed that we were 
going to fire a six shot group apiece ... 
three shots in as hard a left condition as we

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could find . . . and three shots in as hard a 
right condition as we could find. We did that, 
holding dead on the mothball each time. . . 
no holding off allowed. Frank’s 200 yard 
target measured 2.450, with the 6 PPC... 
my target measured 1.200. This was one 
group only. | feel sure that over a more 
extensive test, the differences would not be 
that great. 

The barrel that | have been playing with 
is an old .224 diameter, supposedly 14 twist 
barrel that Stan Buchtel gave me ... to 
make dies with ... because it was ob- 
viously shot out. When | checked the twist 
of this barrel | found it to be closer to a 15 
twist than a 14 twist ... to be exact the 
twist worked out to be 14 and 5/8. When 
this heavy bullet 22 stuff came up, | wanted 
to test a theory | had on twist .. . so | set 
that barrel back two inches, rechambered 
it for the BR case necked down to .22, and 
that’s what I’ve been testing with. The 
barrel was in ghastly shape, and even 
setting it back two inches didn’t clean it up 
that much ... even today, after seven 
shots, it is really fouled. 

But, at 200 yards, driving those 65 grain 
.224 bullets, it cuts down on wind-drift 
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markedly, particularly at 200 yards. Down 
here at Midland, at the Nationals we just 
finished, three out of the four grand aggs 
were won by the 200 yard winner . . . which 
illustrates that it’s at 200 yards that the 
grand agg is usually won or lost. 

Here’s a target (illustration #2) ... five 
shots | fired at 200 yards, just before | left 
for the Nationals. The five shots are in .460 

. but four of them are in .247 . . . and the 
one ‘‘out” was obviously lost to conditions. 

As long as you have that velocity over 
3450 f.p.s., this bullet will shoot just great 
in a 14 or 15 twist barrel. | have checked 
bullet holes out to 300 meters, and there 
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was not the slightest sign of tipping . . . the 
bullets were perfectly stabilized. But if 
you’re going to try to do the same thing at 
3100 or 3200 feet, it just isn’t going to work. 
And that brings us back to the much 
maligned BR case . . . acase that can give 
you velocity in the range of 3450-3500 f.p.s. 
with the Berger 65 grain .224 bullet if you 
want it. With the regular 6 BR, using 65 
grain bullets shooting over sky-screens, a 
3550 average velocity for a five shot group 
is easily attained, and my testing records in 
this velocity range indicate that | can expect 
about a 20 f.p.s. extreme spread on a five 
shot group. Before | left for Midland, using 
the BR case and the heavy 65 grain .224 
Berger bullet with . . . shall we say . . . stiff 
loads of BR 28 powder ... | was getting 
3450 f.p.s. with just about the same (20 
f.p.s.) spread. And those little rascals were 
not showing me as much wind drift as | have 
come to think of as normal at 200 yards. 

Too many shooters have not given the 
BR a fair try. | admit that the PPC case, as 
it comes from the factory, is a great one. | 
further admit that it’s a lot of work on those 
BR necks, to do it as | described, and do 
it right. So why should you do all that, you 
ask? For 300 f.p.s. more, and cases that 
last forever, that’s why. 

In a precision chamber . . . the case neck 
is the most important thing. And the turned 
necks that we work with are not as good 
as we think they are, because many of us 
have been giving them a one turning, 
slap-dash treatment. As far as the case 
goes, | repeat what | said earlier. . . only a 
gun with perfect necked cases will shoot in 
the zeros.

(Editor’s introduction: Recently a newer 
shooter, Burt Faber, of Indio, California was 
ordering some supplies from Roger Gower, 
of Keystone Supply. Mr. Farber was having 
some trouble with the seemingly simple 
task of neck turning (it’s simple once you've 
learned how to do it . . . until you’ve got it 
worked out by trial and error . . . it’s a real 
bear); Mr. Farber thought he might ask 
Roger Gower’s advice in this area. Not a 
bad shot-in-the-dark for a fellow from Indio, 
California ... Roger Gower is both a 
gentleman. . . and arather clever fellow . . . 
whose advice and counsel are not to be 
taken lightly. The editor came up with a 
copy of the reply, courtesy of Burt Faber, 
and is reprinting it herewith, in the hopes of 
helping a few new shooters). 


Dear Burt, 

In response to the question concerning 
the proper method of neck turning, | can 
well understand your dilemma. | can re- 
member my first attempt at the procedure 
and the destruction of 30 carefully selected 
cases. 

Most of the neck turning tools on the 
market today are capable of ‘‘holding’’ 
tolerance in the .0001 range, but as you 
have experienced, the setting to this 
exacting dimension is nearly impossible by 
the average individual. 

My method is to run a lubucate inside 
neck over a properly sized expander-ball. 


Lubricate the pilot of your turning-tool - 


(RCBS-lube) and make your first cut. For a 
finished measurement of .0092 as you 
mentioned in your letter, | would set my tool 
approximately .010 with a feeler gauge. 
Following the first initial cut, | will measure 
the neck wall with a tenth ball mike, 
assuring the wall is APPROXIMATELY 
.010. The actual measurement is not really 
important so long as the measurement is 
LARGER than the desired .0092. 

For example, if the mike indicated a 
reading of .0098, this is well in the tolerance 
range. | would now proceed to make this 
initial cut on the remainder of the cases |

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plan to turn. This procedure differs from 
many, in that | always turn my neck TWICE, 
as | am continually able to achieve a more 
uniform final cut, turning twice. 

| will now attempt to ‘‘bump” the ad- 
justing screw VERY VERY lightly with an 
allen-wrench on my Hart tool (old style) until 
| feel the slightest movement. This will 
usually be .0001-.0002. | will now return one 
(1) case to check the results of my ad- 
justment. | will continue to make these 
adjustments and cuts on one case until | 
have achieved the desired measurement of 
.0092. Over the years of turning hundreds 
and hundreds of cases, | have developed 
MY method of setting this turner very 
accurately and rapidly. | am sure most 
individuals who have turned necks for some 
time, have their own procedures which will 
achieve the desired results for them. A 
method they feel confident with and or one 
that is comfortable and may well be more 
efficient than the one | have described 
above. 

Today, there are a growing number of 
newer style turner with integral micrometer 
heads for the setting the cutter blade which 
| am told are very accurate, at least as 
accurate as the micrometer head itself or 
the individual that makes the adjustment. 
But, whichever tool you choose to use, | am 
sure repetition and developing your method 
and confidence will ultimately deliver the 
results you desire. 

The very best source of mechanical and 
technical articles written on the aspects of 
the benchrest game have been, in my 
judgement, written in the pages of the past 
issues of Precision Shooting. Locate 
someone who has been a subscriber for a 
good number of years, and beg borrow or 
steal them for a wealth of information. 

Welcome to the fascinating sport of 
benchrest shooting. Good luck and if | can 
be of any further assistance, don’t hesitate 
to contact me.

(Editor's introduction: A few days after 
sending off the Merrill Martin-Creighton 
Audette write-up on the Swing action to the 
printer, for inclusion in the September issue, 
| received an angry phone call from Eng- 
land. Indeed a very angry phone call from 
England. The gentleman, a P.S. subscriber, 
had not received his July and August 
issues, for some obscure and unknown 
reason. | have learned to deal philosophi- 
cally with such calls . . . after all, there have 
been a few eras in the P.S. history when 
folks didn’t care if they got the magazine or 
not. Thus I’ve learned to take a lot of pride 
in the fact that someone is screaming his 
head off because he didn’t get the new 
issue. So, after the irate screaming was 
done with, | naturally asked the gentleman 
for his name. Came the reply . . . “‘George 
Swenson’. A pause on my part. . . followed 
by an acid ‘‘Is there anything wrong with the 
name ‘George Swenson’ ’’. ‘‘No, No... | 
was just thinking. You, uh. . . don’t happen 
to make the Swing action, do you?” ‘‘Of 
course | make the Swing action, you ninny”’. 
Discussion followed ... mainly inquiries 
from the editor as to why this was not 
available set up for a two ounce Remington 
trigger. a letter from England followed). 


Dear David, 

The Swing action (both heavy and 
standard models) is basically built to use the 
light Anschutz No. 1407-U9 match trigger, 
the trigger fitted to the Model 54 and 1400 
Series Anschutz. It will also take the new 
Anschutz trigger, No. 5072. We have 
supplied Anschutz triggers for 300 meter 
shooting, where a minimum trigger pull is 
desirable, since 1971. We also fit the 
Kenyon 2 ounce trigger, and the Bowers 4 
ounce triggers. 

Lock time with the steel firing pin is 1.67 
ms; with the light firing pin this falls to 1.24 
ms. 

We have, in times past, sent some of 
these actions out with the PPC bolt face, as 
well as our more usual bolt face selections, 
the .308 and the magnum. 

Enclosed is a photo (#1) of our .308 
Winchester pistol, with a 12 inch barrel. 
INLRPSA rules do not allow the rear of the 
action to extend past the wrist. Also en- 
closed is a photo (#2) of a .335 group (5 
shots) at 100 yards fired with this pistol, 
using our regular 300 meter load of 45.5 
grains of Kemira N-140, and 168 grain 
Sierra bullets. The present record is .236. 
The record for ten shots at 300 meters is 
2.420. The butt of the pistol can be rested, 
but no other part, and both hands must be 
to the rear of the trigger guard. 

As regards your question in our phone 
discussion, concerning the Remington two 
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ounce trigger, | myself have not inspected 
any, but our Canadian customers have 
fitted Canjar triggers successfully and 
without major incident, so! would anticipate 
no particular difficulties if you wanted a 
Swing action.

Whitetail Design & Engineering have 
been offering their Primer Pocket cleaner for 
some months now. This tungsten carbide 
tipped pocket cleaner is designed to scrape 
rather than cut and does a fine job. It will 
last a lifetime. It is offered in both small and 
large primer sizes. 

Dick Wright, Whitetail Design & 
Engineering, has designed and is now 
marketing a tool not only for primer pocket 
uniforming, but also for cleaning pockets 
before repriming. The tool has been named 
“Match Prep’. It is made in both small and 
large primer pocket sizes. It is about 156” 
long and has been designed to uniform 
pockets of any make of case. It has a step 
which has been precision ground which 
acts as a stop to prevent too deep cutting 
of the bottom of the primer pocket. The 
cutter, stop and lower body are made of 
tungsten carbide which assures a lifetime of 
service. The shank is make of steel and is 
knurled. The two parts that make up the 
“Match Prep’’ appear to be silver soldered 
together. Finish of the complete tool is of 
high quality. 

To use, we simply guide the cutter into 
the primer pocket and rotate by hand until 
all cutting stops. All pockets are then 
uniform in depth as well as flattened; the 
inside radius between the primer pocket 
bottom and side walls usually found in most 
cases has been removed. 

Step length is ground to SAAMI max- 
imum with a minus tolerance and therefore 
the tool will always clean up primer pocket 
bottoms without going deeper than SAAMI 
maximum. We found that those cases 
which had near SAAMI maximum depth 
pockets always were cleaned up around 
the outside radius of the pocket bcitom 
where the primer cup and anvil make 
contact. There were some cases found that 
had centers deeper than maximum, and 
these did not clean up completely around 
the flash hole, but the parts that count do 
clean up completely. 

The tool can then be used as a primer 
pocket cleaner and will just remove the 
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fouling without further cutting. Complete 
instructions come with each tool, and if 
followed, a perfect finished case is assured 
without pocket wall scoring. Of course if 
you’re real lazy, just use the tool for pocket 
cleaning and sooner or later, all pockets will 
be uniform! 

The first primer pocket uniformer was 
offered by Sinclair International, Inc. It was 
an idea of Homer Culver from what | un- 
derstand. We talked about the Sinclair 
Uniformer in P.S. Back in November 1982. 
Had a call from Fred recently and he was 
so impressed with the ‘‘Match Prep”’ that 
he will be carrying it in stock and in his new 
catalog. 

The ‘“‘Match Prep” costs $20.00 each 
plus $1.00 shipping. Since it has a carbide 
cutter, it could be chipped if dropped on a 
hard surface. Dick indicates that, if the tool 
gets chipped or dull, the price for regrinding 
will be about $5.00. | doubt that anyone will 
ever dull the tool from normal use. Order

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The development of systems which will 
allow the setting of bullet seating dies to a 
known relationship between bullet ogive 
and the barrel lands was started by Sinclair 
International and was reported on by us in 
Precision Shooting, December 1984 issue. 
In the January 1985 issue we reported on 
the system designed and built by Mike 
Gibbs. At a gun showin Ft. Wayne, Ind., Jon 
Leu saw an additional system and asked its 
maker to have us look at the Varner jig. 

The Varner bullet seating gauge is de- 
signed for the reloader using standard 
reloading dies and a reloading press. Photo 
#1 shows the component parts. A MTM 
Bore Guide, the BGWL model, thru which 
there is a 1/4” steel rod 12” long and which 
is threaded on the forward end 1/4-28. A 
steel spacer is fitted into the forward end of 
the bore guide, which acts as a stop during 
use, and finally a case for the rifle which is 
being reloaded for which has been bored 
and threaded 1/4-28. Three cases prepared 
for the jig came with our sample; 22-250,

6 MM Remington and 25-06. Other cases 
of a wide selection are also available. A 
sample case is also shown in photo #1 
along with two spacers. One spacer is a 
steel ring .275” high, and the second is a 
two step spacer, also .275” high. 

A 308W case was prepared in the same 
manner as the sample cartridge cases. The 
necks have been bored to just hold the 
bullet lightly. To use the lands finder, the 
bolt is removed. The rod, cleaning guide, 
spacer and cartridge is screwed onto the 
rod until the rod end is just below the case 
neck and the bullet is pushed into the case 
neck to make contact with the end of the 
steel rod. The assembly is placed into the 
rifle action and the cleaning guide is held in 
place; Photo #2. The rear of the rod is 
turned clockwise slowly until the bullet 
makes contact with the lands. The pressure 
applied by the rod should be very slight. 

The jig is removed from the rifle, being 
careful not to allow the rod to move on its 
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threads. It is held upright or mounted in a 
bench vice. The ring spacer is placed over 
the cartridge and rested on the spacer at 
the rear of the cartridge; Photo #3. 

The seating stem of the seating die is 
backed out and the die is placed over the 
cartridge and bullet. The die is held in place 
and the seating stem is screwed in until it 
makes contact with the bullet; Photo #4. 
The stem is locked in place. 

The two step spacer is placed in the shell 
holder of the reloading press. We were 
using a Bonanza Co-Ax press and found 
the spacer worked just as well as with a 
standard shell holder. The two step spacer 
is installed in the shell holder large end up. 
The press is closed and the seating die 
adjusted to just touch the spacer. Photo 
#4. The lock ring on the die is secured. 
Bullet seating of reloads will now be seated 
to the proper length for the selected bullet. 
Any change in bullet make or design re- 
quires going through the same procedure. 

The above procedure as written is quite 
lengthy . . .even scary. In practice, only two 
to three minutes were required to properly 
establish seating. It was repeated several 
times and the seating depths established 
were within acceptable tolerances. 

A minor error may be introduced. Be- 
cause new, unfired cases are used with the 
jig, any difference in the case headspace 
and the actual chamber headspace will 
result in an error equal to the difference. 
This will seldom be more than perhaps 
006”.

In the July issue you had a write-up on 
the rifle that we put together for Merrill 
Martin, using a 40x action, to fire a 30-30 
rimmed case, handspacing on the rim, and 
yet giving 360 degree support to the case 
head. 

In considerable shooting of that rifle, we 
found that it was “‘missing’”’ one case that 
had gotten a bit old, hence the very slight 
revisions shown in the attached revised 
shop drawing. 

In theory, if nothing else, the idea has a 
lot going for it. Case shoulders do move, as 
anyone who has ever loaded up a 6 PPC 
a bit warm knows quite well. But ... cut 
your rims to one thickness, and you have 
now made your head-space a constant. 
And, in benchrest, the more things you 
make constants . . . the better off you are.

Okay, a small fire has wiped out all my 
reloading equipment, and | have to com- 
pletely re-buy these supplies. 

The first thing | would keep in mind is the 
word ‘‘quality’’. | learned a long time ago in 
this game that if you do not buy top quality 
materials, you will have to re-buy the quality 
item a bit further down the road, when you 
have reached the level of your patience with 
the inferior item. Then you will have the 
inferior item kicking around your loading 
bench, unused, until you eventually tire of 
seeing it gather dust, a finally throw it out. 
Here is my shopping list, based on my 
experiences with reloading equipment:

Dear Dave, 

All right, I'll go along with your little 
scenario. Here | sit with fifty new .220 
Russian cases, no reloading equipment to 
my name, and a big match only about 3 
weeks away. 

First off, | need an RCBS Rockchucker 
press, shellholder, and a full length sizing 
die from either RCBS or Bonanza, with a 
custom made, long, tapered expander 
button to die form the brass. A Sinclair 
inside deburring tool will clean up and 
uniformly size the flash holes. A Pindell or 
Sinclair neck turning tool will thin the necks 
down to just about .009 wall thickness, 
after trimming them all to exactly the same 
length on a Wilson case trimmer. 

After fireforming, | can run the cases 
through the Wilson trimmer head-first, to 
“‘kiss-cut”’ off any high spots or remaining 
“‘un-squareness ’. For fireforming, I'll use a 
light charge of 4895 (either IMR or H). After 
priming the case with a Lee Autoprime hand 
tool, and Federal 205M primers, then, using 
bullets made in my Rorschach dies, from 
Sierra jackets, and Avril lead wire, I'll seat 
them to just touch the lands with a Wilson 
seater, But for the first firing | will insert a 
washer which measures about .033 
between the seater stem and die body. 

After decapping and resizing the cases in 
a Wilson or Jones button insert neck-size 
knock-out die, |’ll recharge with a favorite 
load of 4895, 4198, Norma 201, 3031, H 
322 or H 335 (they will all shoot well), using 
a Belding & Mull micrometer drop tube 
measure, or any one of the Culver type 
Lyman #55 measure conversions, or better 
yet... . one of the Hollywood micrometer 
measures now that they are back on the 
market. 

The bottom half of an MTM .44-45 pistol 
cartridge box will make a fine loading block,

A short piece of rotten 
stick makes the finest primer pocket 
cleaning tool yet devised, and only needs to 
be used occasionally. 

A Wilson case mouth deburring tool is 
really a necessity, both when initially 
forming cases, and subsequently for 
smoothing out the dings that just appear, 
from time to time. There are countless other 
little gadgets and gizmos that make their 
way into our loading boxes ...... and make 
our loading boxes heavier each shooting 
season. We could do without them . . . but 
few of us try that self deprivation ... | 
certainly wouldn’t want to.

that is uniform and will work in both my new 
MB 6 and MB 22 Wildcat cartridges. After 
some testing I’m going to order some 
Thunderbird T 322 from Walt at the same 
time that | order bullets. 

Primers? | must confess that | have done 
no expermenting so I'll just go with Fed- 
eral’s 205 ms. They seem consistent 
winners. 

What else? Bullet seater. My old Wilson 
seater has served me well. It’s ease of 
adjustment and a good straight loaded 
round convince me to order a couple more. 

Sizer? Think I'll try a Custom Products 
sizer with the floating bushings.

Knowing that you are the manager of 
“The Insurance Management Center’ | am 
suspicious of the way that you dragged fire 
insurance into this scenario. (Editor: relax, 
Allie; Orwell, Vermont is out of our teritory). 

Okay, your basic scenario is a hypo- 
thetical situation where | have to replace all 
my loading equipment in five weeks before 
the Super Shoot. Some things could be 
replaced easily enough, but others could 
never be replaced. Indeed the limited 
amount of time may actually necessitate 
borrowing some items. However, here is 
what | would probably do: 

Primers. | would buy a supply of Federal 
205M primers. 

Powder. | would buy some H322, T 322, 
and Norma 201. 

Sizer and seater. The stock items from 
L. E. Wilson and Custom Products are just 
fine. Perhaps an RCBS full length size die 
should also be added. 

Bullets. As you know, | make my own, 
using Detsch dies. They are a tremendous 
set of dies, and probably could never be 
replaced. Until | could get another set of 
dies, I’d probably ask Myles Hollister if he 
would make a number of bullets for me. 

Case neck turner. The new Hart mi-

crometer model, which is easy to set. 

Priming tool. | would get another RCBS 
mini-press. | also have confidence in the Lee 
hand primer tool. 

Powder measure. | would have a Lyman 
55 converted by Homer Culver. 

Primer pocket cleaner. A Hart would do 
fine. 

Arbor press. | have one model, and if it 
were gone, | would replace it with the lighter 
Hart arbor press. 

Vernier caliper and one inch micrometer. 
Mitutoyo would be my choice for both. 

| use RCBS Rockchucker presses to 
make bullets with, and an RCBS Big Max 
to reload and swage cases with. If | ever 
were to really have a fire in my reloading 
room. | would lose my rifles also. They 
would be hard to replace, and would 
probably take years to get them assembled 
and de-bugged of minor problems. It takes 
a while to learn the individual idiosyncrasies 
of a new rifle. It also takes the actual using 
of new equipment for a while to give you 
confidence in that equipment. 

The really nice feeling that | have from 
being in the sport of benchrest shooting is 
the PEOPLE that are involved in it. If | were 
to have a fire and lose my equipment and 
rifles before the Super Shoot, | am sure that 
people such as Myles Hollister, Seely 
Masker, my borthers and Tony Boyer 
would offer the use of their personal 
equipment and rifles so that | could com- 
pete. One of the nice things about being part 
of the Dunhams Bay ‘‘gang’’ is that if a Bay 
shooter ever has a problem at a match, 
anywhere, other Bay shooters arrive from 
all parts of the grounds to help. . . it almost 
seems as if ‘‘A Bay shooter is in trouble” 
travels by some form of mental telepathy. 
There is no question in my mind that Don 
Geraci would call and say ‘“‘let’s share my 
stuff’.

Dear Dave, 

Your inventing a ‘‘background’” for a 
question-and-answer feature normally 
would not bother me. But don’t you think 
that burning down my loading room .... 
just so you can see what equipment | am 
going to re-purchase .. . . is sort of letting 
the experimenting kind of get out of hand? 
(Editor: In my own defense, Dennis, it was 
a rather small fire that | set. How was | 
supposed to know that your mother-in-law 
was in the habit of daily reading of the 
morning newspaper while sitting on a fifty 
pound keg of black powder in your gun 
room?). | lost all my treasured supply of Ball 
C1 powder .... which far transcends the 
loss of the house, clothing, furniture, and my 
framed Jon Leu Fan Club charter mem- 
bership certificate. Fortunately my guns 
were in a fire proof vault. 

| called my insurance agent to report the 
loss, but he was out of town, attending a 
benchrest match. Probably the same agent 
that Nero was using when he had a fire and 
leveled the city starting in his spear re- 
grinding room. Eventually | was able to 
catch up with the gentleman, and get my 
claim processed. In so doing, | learned a 
new word ... “‘depreciation’’ is what they 
Callit, | believe. With my depreciated dollars, 
| set out to buy some new reloading 
equipment, as you directed. (Frankly | 
would have bought it anyway, with or 
without your directions). 

For bullets, | would buy another set of 
bullet-making dies from Don Rorschach to 
make my own bullets with. If | didn’t have 
enough time before the Super Shoot, or 
simply had tired of making my own, | would 
invest in a goodly supply of Walt Berger’s 
bullets. Some others may be as good, but 
his are generally available, and are con- 
sistently of very high quality. | would ignite 
the powder with Federal 205 primers. And 

‘the powder would be T 322. | had a couple 
of 6’s that did not shoot particularly well 
until the day that | tried T 322 in them, and 
then the little rascals perked right up. This 
is an extremely uniform powder, gives a 
good loading density, good velocity, very 
good standard deviation figures, and the 
price is reasonable. 

For a sizer die | would use one made by 
Jack Dever, in Oklahoma City. It has in- 
terchangable buttons, is made with a 
chambering reamer, has a very nice captive 
knockout pin that cannot fall out, and yet 
it is not tight in the die. It is a bit larger than 
most knock out dies. This makes it easier 
to use, since you have more to hold onto, 
without that familiar feeling, well known to 
most benchresters, where you smartly rap 
your left thumb with the hammer. Once you 
get the tears out of your eyes, you can 
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usually continue loading. Stu Harvey also 
makes an excellent die that | have seen, but 
not used. | would select either die, de- 
pending on their availability. My seater 
would be a standard issue Wilson 
straight-line bullet seater. They are readily 
available, are easily adjusted, and they do 
a nice job. My priming tool would be the 
Sinclair tool. It has interchangable heads, 
and it seats primers to a consistent depth. 
Many other priming tools do not control the 
depth as well, if at all. 

My powder measure would be the new 
Sinclair measure, with extra fine click ad- 
justments. | would use a bottle adapter that 
would take a Mec bottle, so that | could put 
powder back in through the top, and not 
have to keep an extra container for powder 
handy for miscues. | also like the smaller 
hole in the Mec bottle which serves as a 
baffle. 

Before | can load those new cases | am 
going to have to fit them to my gun. | would 
get a Wilson case length trimmer, because 
| don’t know of a better one. It is easy, fast, 
accurate and available. There are several 
good neck turners to be had. | would 
probably pick the Sinclair model with the 
micrometer attachment. | like a turner with 
a fairly large body, which makes it easier to 
grip, and gives it alarger turning radius. This 
means less strain on the hand and fingers. 
| would use Sinclair’s primer pocket depth 
reamer and the RCBS chamber tool. Kenny 
Jarrett’s neck expander does a good job, 
smooth, true, and no wrinkles. | would 
consider a good micrometer and dial 
calipers as necessary tools, and | wouldn’t 
go shopping for them on a price basis. | 
would want the calipers to read in .001’s, 
and the mike in .0001’s. | would reasonably 
expect them to last until the next time our 
beloved editor burns down my house so | 
would be prepared to pay a fair price for 
them. | would have Al Davidson’s bullet 
puller for those times when SOMEONE 
ELSE forgets to put powder in their cases 
(never me, of course), or seats a primer 
upside down, or forgets primers, or wants 
to change loads without having to fire the 
gun. Simply pull the bullets and start over. 
Don’t forget to resize again, however. 

An arbor press is not absolutely 
necessary, but it is very handy to use. 
Sometimes a small kernel of powder will 
somehow bounce out of the case, and 
lodge in the shoulder area of the seater die. 
With an arbor press; you can feel a 
springiness when seating. If this happens, 
without an arbor press you might not notice 
this, and thus end up with a different seating 
depth than desired. Most of the available 
arbor presses do a quite satisfactory job. | 
like a rigid press to be able to feel the bullet 
seating. A Stanley mallet is standard. The 
last item on my list would be the Kennedy 


Machinist’s tool box. It is sturdy enough to 
lug around almost anywhere, andit protects 
the contents. It has ample sized and shaped 
compartments to hold most of the items 
that I’ve mentioned above. As | see things, 
the only drawback to this box is that when 
all my equipment is loaded in the box, I can’t 
lift it. That is where the moste necessary 
piece of equipment comes in. A friendly, 
strong-backed shooting companion. The 
kind of guy that lifts up the car while you 
change the tire. | have one of these in the 
person of Rex Reneau, and he is not for 
sale. | have convinced him that it is easier 
for him to carry his own box if he will merely 
carry my box in the other hand, thus being 
better balanced. | am the fellow laboring 
behind Rex, struggling under the weight of 
his cleaning rods, as well as my own. 

For a shooter whois contemplating which 
equipment to purchase, | would counsel to 
always buy the best equipment that youcan 
afford, even if it means that you will have 
to wait a bit on some of the goodies. The 
good stuff will last longer, and you will enjoy 
using it more if you are not longing for that 
better equipment that you wish you had 
bought. | recommend reading through the 
letters that respond to this inquiry of the 
editor. If a particular piece of equipment is 
regularly named..... you are sure that it 
has something going for it.

shooter next to you shoots, or wobble when 
your heart beats, or breathe. You can lean 
against them and not worry about pushing 
them over. They are hard for vandals to 
push over, (Council Bluffs, lowa - page 34 
P.S. Aug. ’83) and | don’t think Gordy Euber 
could wreck them. They will last a long time. 

The first benches | helped build were on 
three - 3’pipes, welded solid together in the 
concrete top. The sleeved moveable seat is 
my idea. We had wood seats, they did not 


last, so we went to concrete. Be sure to use 
mash or rebar and good long mud lugs on 
the weld plate. We had two seats where the 
mud lugs pulled out, they were only in the 
concrete 3/4 of an inch. 
Hope this will help benchrest shooting. 
Thanks again for all you do for benchrest 

and accuracy.

Dear Dave, 

As you know, part of my living comes 
from controlling predators for the county, 
and has been so for the past fifteen years. 
During that span of years a 220 Swift has 
been within my reach at all times, and is 
used almost every day. So maybe a few 
comments about a Swift that comes from 
experience over many years are in order. 

The Swift developed a bad name many 
years ago, probably because of improper 
care more than any other reason. It was the 
first original super hot rod and available 
powder and primers at the time of its 
inception were not the most suited for it. 

Certainly any cartridge and barrel com- 
bination worth its salt deserves the same 
care we put into our competition arms. Mine 
have been so cared for since day one. 
Cases should be checked for length, and 
neck thickness kept in close check as well. 
| have never had to neck turn my own cases 
however. 

My wife and | have shot about every 
factory 22 caliber bullet available in 50 to 55 
grain weights in this cartridge and none of 
them really have jackets thick enough to 
take the 4000 foot velocity. Long ago we 
settled on the benchrest bullets we make as 
being as good for varmints as anything 
available. 

The old 48 grain Remington factory 
loaded bullets were made to do the job and 
performed beautifully. All that old Re- 
mington ammo from long ago was saved to 
hunt white tail deer. A lung shot on a white 
tail buck would drop him quicker than any 
cartridge and bullet combination | have ever 
used, and | do believe there have been a lot 
of different loads that yours truly has fired 
in the woods and fields. 

There certainly have been a lot more 
problems with any of the belted cases over 
the years, after repeated reloadings, than 
with the Swift. 

Our battery of Swift rifles include a Ruger 
77 out of the first run made; a Ruger #1, 
a pre 64 model 70 heavy barrel, and one 
made in our shop on a long 700 Remington

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action with a fiberglass stock which is the 
work horse of the stable. This rifle has been 
responsible for the demise of many prairie 
dogs, coyotes and enough white tail deer 
and wild turkey to feed an army. Don’t have 
any idea how many rounds that have gone 
through the barrel, but believe me . . . a lot. 
It doesn’t matter; accuracy is still good 
enough to do in a prairie dog at 400 yards 
and he is not much bigger than a crow (if 
| do my part). 

If someone would just make some bullets 
designed for the case, with heavy jackets 
and hard cores to take the velocity . . . the 
round would be the most spectacular 
available for game, up to and including mule 
deer. 

The Swift takes a little getting used to at 
first. Anyone that has been shooting 
something else will almost always shoot 
over the target even at ranges of 300 yards. 
You just have to shoot one a while to believe 
how flat it shoots. 

Instead of being a bad cartridge as most 
writers would have us believe, | personally 
feel just the opposite. Accuracy is usually 
outstanding; it’s the easiest round to hit 
with, because of the velocity, and perfor- 
mance is unbelievable. 

The man who has not used a Swift has 
missed one of the great thrills of owning and 
shooting the greatest round ever devel- 
oped. 

If anyone out there has any Remington 
48 grain ammo they would part with, we 
would surely like to get our hands on it.

. Eliminate the mass weigh-in. Weigh-ins 


to be held at referees discretion as 
currently stated in the rulebook. 


. Shower facilities mandatory for all IBS 


ranges. 


. Junior shooters (16 years old and 


under) to be allowed to shoot at a 
discounted fee to be established when 
this item is voted on. Suggestion is 
either half price or free. 


. Clubs shall be required to provide the 


following minimum trophies for IBS 
Championships: First through Fifth in 
Range aggregate. Second through 
Sixth in Grand Aggregate and Multi-- 
Gun, Small Group at each yardage in 
each class. 


. Require clubs hosting IBS matches to 


guarantee the following minimum 
trophies/awards: First through Third in 
Grand, First at Range Aggregate, 
Small group each class and yardage, 
and First and Second in multi-gun. 


. Beginning January 1, 1987 the light 


varmint class is to be limited to .230 
caliber and smaller, and the sporter 
class is to be larger than .230 caliber. 


. Re-establish the three gun varmint 


championships as heavy varmint, light 
varmint, and sporter classes if motion 
#9 above passes. 


A competitor firing before ‘‘commence 
fire’? command shall constitute 
grounds for disqualification in all 
classes of competition and voiding of 
all groups fired at the effected match. 
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12. Change section v, paragraph G, to 
allow a competitor selection of ben- 
ches when bench rotation is used. The 
intent is to allow husband/wife or fa- 
milies to use the same set of benches, 
to relieve the hardship associated with 
multiple equipment. Drawing of ben- 
ches would still be required when 
bench rotation is not used. Competi- 
tors wishing to double up on equipment 
would be required to contact the club, 
in writing, at least two weeks in ad- 
vance of the match. 


13. Eliminate the ‘‘Did not qualify’ concept 
for missing shots, and shots outside of 
the border. Replace the DNQ with a 
one minute of angle penalty for each 
missing shot, or shots outside of the 
border. 


14. Require membership (IBS, NBRSA, or 
affiliated foreign) to shoot at any 
registered IBS shoot. 


15. A. Atall IBS registered shoots, require 
targets to be left hanging at the 
wailing wall until the aggregate has 
been figured, and places have been 
posted. In the case of foul weather, 
the statistician would be respon- 
sible for returning the targets to the 
scoring shack. 

B. If A.) above not passed for all IBS 
registered shoots, then require for 
all IBS championships. 


16. Require loading data to include pow- 
der, amount of powder, caliber, bullet 
by make and weight, and primer to be 
listed on data card. Failure to do so 
would be grounds for disqualification. 


17. If anyone blows up a rifle and injures 
themselves or someone else, they are 
to be banned from competition for one 
year; and a second occurence shall 
cause them to be banned for life. 


18. Require the President of IBS to appoint 
a Championship Committee. Said 
Committee would be comprised of 
three to four experienced competi- 
tors,and three to four range owners or 
operators. The purpose of the com- 
mittee would be to develop a set of 
minimum standards required to hold 
IBS championships. These require- 
ments would include such items as 
sanitary, electrical and mechanical, as 
well as trained staff capabilities. After 
the miminum requirements are esta- 
blished, the committee would then list 
the qualified clubs that could bid on the 
championships. Clubs requesting to be 
added to the bid list would require 
inspection by qualified personnel ap- 
pointed by the President. 


19. Re-issue the rule book, and update the 
Hunter class rules and the format of the 
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rule book to be less confusing. Use a 
three ring binder format that is easier 
to update.

BUZZARDS DARKEN SKIES FOR MILES 


DATELINE: MIDLAND, TEXAS, 
AUGUST 3, 1985 


It was Saturday afternoon, and the 
awards ceremony was being held under the 
steel deck roofed 50 bench firing line at 
Mildand. The sun was shining brightly . . . 
very brightly ... and the temperature was 
at the century mark . . . per usual. With a 
scenario such as that, folks should have 
been expiring under a steel deck roof... 
but actually everyone was fairly comfort- 
able . . . because of the wind. There is, sir, 
a helluva wind in West Texas, and it is 
Mother Nature’s way of making sure that 
two legged and four legged critters survive 
that old debbil sun. 

The editor was sitting there peacefully, 
meaning to harm no one. My friends, on 
learning that | was going to Midland, had 
urged restraint ... ‘“‘For Pete’s sake ... 
don’t go down there and grab up all the 
trophies . . . you’re a guest down there . . . 
it’s their match .. . show a little restraint. 
Even if it means deliberately throwing a shot 
now and then. You will want to be invited 
back . . . just don’t go down there and give 
the impression of a trophy-grabbing Yankee 
Carpetbagger’. 
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While such sentiments ... did you say 
“throw a shot?” . . . go against my fiercely 
competitive nature ... none the less, | 
recognized the wisdom in their words. With 
all due realization that “throwing” prize 
fights, basketball games ... and pre- 
sumably, also ... benchrest matches .. . 
are federal offenses ... none the less, | 
wished to establish quickly to the locals that 
| was not going to take any of their prized 
trophies back to unfamiliar Yankee territory. 
My first three groups at 200 yards in the 
sporter class were 2.157, 1.661, and 1.968, 
and suddenly everyone was relaxed and 
smiling. | stumbled a bit in the light varmint 
class, when | opened the 100 yard stage 
with a .182 ... and found people glaring 
suspiciously at me. That would never do; | 
promptly followed it with a .686 group ... 
and about a dozen shooters invited me to 
have dinner with them . . . and at least half 
of them offered to buy the dinner. 

My last personal memory of Midland 
goes back to the final awards ceremony, 
under that steel deck roof on the firing line. 
Four or five benches from where the editor 
was sitting ... watching his wife collect 
trophies, top 20 patches, applause . . . and 
idly considering taking up stamp collecting 


. ..Or perhaps a beer cancollection. . .Ron 
Prachyl was crumpling up his competitors 
bench-rotation card. It was a bit of a break 
in the awards, and no one in the immediate 
area had anything better to do than to 
watch Mr. Prachyl form it into a tightly 
wadded little ball. | mean, you know it’s dull 
when you're watching this sort of a 
vaudeville act in Midland, Texas. Mr Prachyl 
looked up ... about ten feet away was a 
55 gallon drum, used for trash. The interest 
of the group of semi-dozing spectators 
went up a point or two. . . at least it would 
be SOMETHING to watch. The shot was 
made, the wadded-up ball arching perfectly 
for the barrel opening ... two points for 
certain ... but the Midland wind .. . that 
had haunted the shooters all week long was 
Still in fine form ... the shot from ten feet 
away was blown at least two feet off 
course. A bit of a titter ran through the 
group. And the comments started. ‘‘That’s 
the way you shot for the last six days’’. ‘‘For 
Pete’s sake, you’ve got to hold off for the 
wind’. ‘‘Are you allowing for the mirage?”’ 
Anembarrassed Ron Prachyl stomped over 
to where the wadded ball of paper was 
resting on the ground, snatched it up,

walked past the barrel at a distance of 
about a foot . . . threw it into the barrel . . . 
AND MISSED. At this point half of the 
general population of the Permian Basin 
was in complete hysterics. Even if Jef 
Fowler had found his missing top 20 
standings, no one could have been found 
to listen to him . . . everyone was too busy 
watching the Ron Prachyl versus The Trash 
Barrel drama unfold. Mr. Prachyl . . . again 
... picked up the wadded paper ball ... 
again walked over to the barrel ... and 
while leaning head-down into the barrel . . . 
personally placed it at the bottom of the 
barrel interior. He then went back to his 
seat, and sat down with a thump. Some 
wag remarked . . . “did you finally get it in 
there?’”’ ... and Prachyl replied ... “‘it 
should jump out any moment now .. . this 
IS Midland’’. Yes indeed . . . welcome to the 
Permian Basin. 

The unlimited class started things off at 
the 1985 NBRSA Nationals. For the benefit 
of newcomers to the sport, this class takes 
its name from the tremendous variety of 
troubles that you can get into while firing in 
it... the possibilities of trouble are indeed 
... unlimited. At 100 yards, Jerry Masker, 
of Getzville, New York (not generally re- 
garded as part of the Permian Basin) 
managed to stay a step in front of Don 
Geraci and Walt Berger . . . and after those 
three, there was a bit of a gap, and then at 
fourth place the logjam started. Top ten, 
100 yards, unlimited class: 1.) Jerry Masker 
.3210, 2.) Don Geraci .3275, 3.) Walt Berger 
.3388, 4.) Bernard Mundy .3626, 5.) Nate 
Boop .3673, 6.) Ed Watson .3677, 7.) Don 
Creach .3688, 8.) Harold Broughton .3717, 
9.) Gary Vincent .3780, 10.) Lowell Frei 
.3785. Small group honors at the century 
mark went to Bob Wirthlin, for a .165 mark. 

At 200 yards ... the tradition of the 
unlimited class at the NBRSA Nationals 
continued. Time after time we have gone to 
that final group at 200 yards, with some 
shooter safely in the lead, looking like a 
“mortal lock’, the championship just about 
conceded to the fellow . . . and he falls off 
the bench. Repeat performance, 1985. On 
the last group, Jerry Masker, seemingly in 
control, zigged when he should have 
zagged on acouple of shots. . .anda1.974 
final group was entered into the computer 
. .. while Ed Watson was fashioning a .965 
figure . . . at a time that everyone else was 
turning in inch-and-a-half or two-inch 
groups. That final group gave Ed Watson 
the 200 yard crown... and ultimately, the 
grand agg crown. How were conditions? 
Well, only two shooters were able to keep 
them ‘‘in the fours’: 1.) Ed Watson .4556, 
2.) James Messer .4861, 3.) Gary Vincent 
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.5052, 4.) Ron Prachyl .5096, 5.) Harold 
Broughton .5130, 6.) Jerry Masker .5360, 
7.) Lowell Frei .5630, 8.) Rex Reneau .5662, 
9.) Tony Boyer .5789, 10.) Dennis Wagner 
.5795. Small group honors went to B.J. 
Greene for a .474 group. 

When they gave out the grand agg 
trophies, Ed Watson of Greenville, South 
Carolina picked up the big one, and also 
raised his Hall of Fame point count to nine, 
which roughly equates to one foot in the 
door. Top 20, unlimited class: 1.) Ed 
Watson .4116, 2.) Jerry Masker .4285, 3.) 
Gary Vincent .4416, 4.) Harold Broughton 
.4423, 5.) James Messer .4499, 6.) Don

his .120 was good for small group honors 
while he was at it. Rounding out the top ten 
at 100 yards were: 2.)

Rex Reneau .2774, 6.) Tony Boyer .2816, 
7.)

At 200 yards, Bob Wirthlin, of Salt Lake 
City, Utah beat Howard Dietz to the wire:

Small group of 
the yardage again went to the yardage 
winner, Bob Wirthlin, for a .312 figure.

The “national, big name’’ shooters were 
to have their well-deserved day-in-the-sun 
in the other three classes, but the light 
varmint class truly belonged to the man in 
the street . . . the relative unknown . . . the 
local shooter. Because the locals piled up 
the national competitor bodies in a big pile 
... and threw gasoline on the pyre in the 
light varmint class. In a way it’s good to see 
that the spirit of Walter Mitty still lives, and 
at a national championship some unknown 
local shooter can still walk up to the trophy 
table and say, “Uh, the big one’s mine, 
please’’. Of such events are dreams made. 

At 100 yards, in the light varmint class, 
Gary Sandlin, of Midland, Texas blew the 
doors off the field as convincingly as Lowell 
Frei had done in the sporter class 100 yard 
stage. At a time when only one other 
shooter was able to stay below a .300 range 
aggregate, Mr. Sandlin could do no wrong 
that hot day in Midland, firing a fine .2312 
aggregate under conditions best described 
as... . well, never mind. Top ten, 100 yards, 
light varmint: 1.) Gary Sandlin .2312, 2.) 
Nate Boop .2892, 3.) Kenny Jarrett .3124, 
4.) Fred Hasecuster .3174, 5.) Ron Hoehn 
.3192, 6.) Pancho Garcia .3266, 7.) Tom 
Van Landingham .3292, 8.) Bernard C.

When the targets went out to the longer 
yardage, Gary Sandlin started off with a 
.316 group, and shooters began to wonder 
if he was pulling this off with mirrors, black 
magic, or some sort of a controlled sub- 
stance. Not to worry, about the third group, 
the Spirit of Midland tapped Mr. Sandlin on 
the shoulder and whispered ‘‘your carriage 
is about to turn into a pumpkin’’. While Gary 
Sandlin was carrying his pumpkin back to 
his loading area, another unheralded 
Texan, L.M. Kirkpatrick, of San Antonio, 
Texas was emerging from the sagebrush 
as the latest prodigy of the Lone Star State. 
Top ten, 200 yards: 1.) L.M. Kirkpatrick

I’m sure that somewhere in the light varmint 
course of fire is at least one shot that Mr. 
Watson would like to refire! Top twenty,

When the prestigious and forever popular 
heavy varmint class was announced, Lo- 
well Frei of St. George, Utah . . . usually 
considered to be at his best at 200 yards, 
in heavy mirage . . . continued to confound 
the analysts by taking the 100 yards stage 
of this class, his second win at the century 
mark for this meet. Top ten, 100 yards: 1.)

Small group was 
Tony Boyer’s .103. When the editor re- 
marked casually to Jef Fowler that this was 
the closest that anyone had come to an 
“official screamer’ target in six days of 
shooting at the shorter yardage, Jef asked 
“surely you have two different sets of 
standards for official screamers . . . one for 
the rest of the world. . .and one for Midland 
(about 50% larger than the standard for the 
rest of the world’. Good point, certainly. 

When the targets went out to 200 yards, 
things began to happen . . . strange things 

. . unexpected things . . . uncanny things. 
At this point, the wailing wall watchers had 
sort of written off a familiar name in bygone 
days, Don Geraci, as a possible multi-gun 
agg winner. Sure, he had placed sixth in the 
unlimited class, but everyone knew that 
Don Geraci’s strong point was the ten and 
a half pound rifle . . . and the 1985 Midland 
performance had been less than dazzling, 
with a 20th place in light varmint, and a 21st 
place in sporter. Not exactly the sort of 
performance that one expects from a likely 
four gun winner. Thus it was that not too 
many eyebrows were raised when Mr. 
Geraci placed third at the heavy varmint 100 
yards stage. Too little, too late, for sure. 
But, at 200 yards, if one were wailing 
wall-watching, all one heard was ... 
“Geraci .. . (mumble, mumble) . . . Geraci 

..mumble. . . Geraci’ . . . Yes indeed, it’s 
always a thrill to watch a stretch runner 
come from a point so far back that no one 
even realized that he was in the race. Don 
Geraci did not quite carry off the 200 yard 


stage, but suddenly was back in the thick 
of things. Meanwhile, at a time when 
everyone was watching Don Geraci, Larry 
Baggett, of Fort Stockton, Texas was 
skulking thorugh the underbrush like 
Geronimo off the reservation and looking for 
acool Coors. Mr. Baggett started things off 
with a .910 (not exactly the way to start a 
championship roll), but followed up with 
groups of .333, .504, .306, and .456, for a 
.2509 range agg, and the range win. 

Don Geraci .2540, 
3.) Tony Boyer .2686, 4.) Rex Reneau 
.2813, 5.) Gary Vincent .2975, 6.) Fred
